THE NEW YORK ELECTION. 
From the Baltimore Chronicle. 

The New York election has resulted, us we fear- 
ed, in the triumph of the Loco-lovos, by u major 
ity of upwards of n thousand out of over forty-one 
thousand votes. In consequence of tho vast pat- 
ronage of the city government, the spring elec- 
tions are always more warmly contested than the 
Stute elections in the fall. The system of coloni- 
zing voters in the diflsrent wards. for the purpose 
of ullecting the election of (he Common Council, 
was envied out to its fallest estent, The papers 
on all sides deplore the exstent of illegal voting, 
and the Whig papers very justly complain ot. thou 
fienda for not à g upon à Registry Law, ime 
mediately after they found they had the power. 
In this city, until within a yen, the same system 
existed asin New York, Men could he voted 
who had no residence in the city, und others vould 
be vated in two or three. dillerent wards. "lie most 
frightful perjuries were committed at the polla, and 
tho rights of the people wero rumpled upon by 
iho usurpation of illegal voters, "This wall be (he 
cuse in all lange cities, unless thero are same means 
adopted to nscertain beforehand who ure tegal vo~ 
ters, und to prevent duplicato voting, Tast year 
was the first of the experiment of the Registey 
Law, and the result was most beneficial, — Fewer 
illegal! votes were taken than were ever taken bos 
fore, because evory menns which the strictest vige 


litical partios could devisu, were put in successful 
execution to purify the elective franchise, fn a 
few of the warda ut the first election quurvels tank 
place, owing to the (ear on. the part of the volers 
that it would be impossible to reeaive all their voles 
in ono day. But the result satisfled. every ono 
that no such consequence need be apprehended, 
gad on tho second election there wos more peace 
and good order than we havo over witnessed ata 
warmly contested election, The Registry Luw is 
firmly established here, and bencedoedh, whatever 
may be the result of the election, it will be a fair 
expression of tho voice of the people, 

u regard to the New York election we do not 
believe it will have so disustrous un effect upon the 
Whig canse throughout. the Union us many of the 
New York papers pravious to the election feared. 
Now York is but a single city and tho people 
abroad are not blind to the fud that there ure no 
limits to the introduction of illegul votos, but the 
wantof money, and while the National Govem- 
ment is in the lands of the Loco-fovos no such 
want need he apprehended, We do not consider 
the result of the New York election as any evidence 
of u chang» on tho part of the people in regard to 
the measures of the National Government, We 
know the choracter ot the Whigs of that city too 
well to entertain doubts of their ability and dispo- 
sition next lall to regain their former position, We 
know full well thatthe Whigs in other States enn- 
not be discouraged liy the defeat of their brethren 
in New York, in à mere local struggle, which after 
all resolved. itself into a desire to obtain the pat- 
ronnge of the city ollives. We have seon New 
York year after year ive tour, five thousand, to 
six thousand. majority against dhe Whiga, und yet 
they did not despair. Deteuts sometimen torch vi- 
gilance and uelivity. They lead to watch fülneus 
and zeal and enuble our purty to enter inte the cone 
test with renewed. vigor and come out of it with 
triumphant success, 

The Election which hns just terminated was 
characterised hy muny scones af riot, violence, und 
bluodshed, which prove the necessity of strong 
measures, to preserve poace at the polia anil secure 
to every citizen the right of ready nccew) to the 
ballot boxes. By our Rogistry Law itis a highly 
penal offence to obstruct any voter at the Registry 
or at the polls, and such ought to be the law all ov- 
er the land. 

We annex the following articlou as showing to 
what a fearful extent the passions of people eun be 
carried during a warm oteclioncering canvass 
We trust that the daring perpetrators of these dis- 
grücelul proceedings will be brought to merited

"This chateau, which was formeily known by 
the namo of Lagrange Mleneau, is situate near 
Rosay in Brie, thirteen leagues east of Paris. "The 
chateau and farm touch one another, and one are in 
the centre of the grounds, which form almost a 
perfect circle of eight hundred acres. The roads 
leading to lagrange as well planted, kept in good 
order and run through the estate. You enter the 
park by a fine walk stocked with apple trees, It 
leads tothe chateau, and runs along the farm and 
au old chapel now connected with it. A stone 
bridge has been substituted for the deaw-bridge 
which formerly stood over the ditch. You enter 
tho chateau, by a gate flanked with two tone t- 
loopholes, and the walls of which, as welt whole 
building, are of brown feeestone.
